THREE TROUBLE AREAS 
China, roughly, may be divided 
into three great trouble areas, in 
all of which the hand of Russian 
influence is evident. They are: 
North China—Here the threat of 
civil war is rapidly approaching an 
immediate actuality. The contend- 
ing forces will be those of Feng 
Yu Hsiang, Christian general, now 
on his way to Kaigan, who is 
backed by Moscow, and Chang Tso- 
Lin, the Manchurian war lord, who 
for some years has been under 
the tutelage of Tokio. The soviets 
expect to gain their purpose 
through civil strife between the two 
most powerful figures in China. 
Central China—Strikes in for- 
eign-owned industries and demon- 
strations against everything for- 
eign have been slowly mounting, 
and this movement came to a head 


in Shanghai, the most important 
center of Centra] China. The pres- 
ent crisis was precipitated by stu- 
dents inciting the populace against 
the foreigners.

Feng will be stp- 
plied through Mongolia; now under 
control of the soviets, and his 
forces appear to be the mightier. 
Those sections of China opposed 
to Bolshevism are expected to 
align themselves with Chang. 

The Bolshevik-impelied unrest 
is stirring in the interior. where 
the antiforeign feeling is finding 
expression in demonstrations. The 
soviet propaganda is being re- 
celved favorably by the Chinese.

The plaintiffs secured a writ in 
the nature of an attachment.

Penn Mex. This writ, issued by 
the State judge was set aside by 
an injunction of Amparo brought 
before a Federal district judge 
and the property was returned to 
the company. Plaintiffs appealed 
to the Supreme Court, which held 
that the district judge erred in re- 
leasing Penn Mex property. ‘ 

The company probably will ha 
to furnish a six-million-peso bend 
that being equivalent to plaintiff's 
claim, in order to retain possession 
of their property. : 

The general impression is that 
the Supreme Court ruling means 
the Penn Mex has lost the case 
and must pay the claim, but such 
really is not the case, as the plain- 
tiffs victory is but one step to- 
ward possible long litigation which 
will evéntually decide the issue. 

Attorneys for the company here 
claim the entire charge is an at- 
tempt to force settlement out of 
court. / 

Among the charges against the 
Penn Mex is the use of clande- 
stine pipe lines and other produc- 
tion irregularities, this including 
plaintiff's dissatisfaction at royal- 
ties paid them during, the period 
of ten years.

This is the only way by which 
the German go ernment can in 
Its own words, ring alleviation to 
Germany by liberation of a por- 
tion of the occupied territory.” 

In regard tv the high command 
of the army, the Allies demand 
the abolition of the German decree 
of Augus 11, 1920, which “had the 
effect of conferring powers of a 
commanéder-in-chief upon the. head 
of the army dirertorate, and of 
grouping the administrative serv- 
ices under a Secretary of State di- 
rectly responsible to the Minister 
of War.”

DISGUST AND GLOOM IN 
GERMAN OFFICIALDOM

BERLIN, June 5.—Disgust, min- 
gled with ridicule and gloom, may 
be said to characterize the senti- 
ments in Ge n official quarters 
over the Allied disarmament note. 

Now that the document, which 
has been long in the making, has 
emerged from its diplomatic recess, 
semiofficial comments are not lack- 
ing. They are 
without aiming to minimize the 
seriousness of the contents of the 
note insofar as they are likely to 
produce fresh embarrassments in 
Germany's foreign relations. 

Internally the note is viewed as 
providing the Natbnaliste with 
much welcome grist for their re- 
actionary mille, and the govern- 
ment leadere frankly point out that 
the prospects of negotiating a se- 
curity pact have been materially 
vitiated by the Allied indictment 
of Germany for asserted disarma- 
ment defaults. 

For the time being official quar- 
ters are confining their observa- 
tions to informal! discussions of the 
situation. The Luther government 
will take its time to draft a reply 
and in all probability it will dis- 
sent from the note in such a man- 
ner that its various accusations 
will constitute subjects for indi- 
vidual treatment. 

Next week the government will 
confer with the Reic Commit- 
tee on Forelgn Relations and with 
the Premiers of the Federated 
States who must be consulted with 
special reference to the demand of 
the Allies for reduction in Ger- 
many’s policing forces,

evidence against Dr. Kerr, present“ 
ed U. 8. Atty. McNabb and 
Dep. U. 8. Atty. Ohannesian, was 
purely circumstantial. 

In their closing ments on 
Thursday afternoon to the jury, 
both government attorneys stressed 
the’ importance of circumstantial 
evidence. In his instructions yes- 
terday morning Judge James also 
pointed to the status of the cir- 
cumstances related in the trial of 
the physician and charged the jury 
that “there is nothing in the na- 
ture of circumstantial evidence that 
renders it any less reliable than 
other classes of evidence.” 

Dr. Luella F. Kerr, herself an 
osteopath and former wife and a 
business associate of the convicted 
man, wept as she thanked the 
Federal attorneys, 2Police Detec- 
tive Lieutenant Lloyd and Postof- 
fice Inspector Lowe for their ef- 
forts in the investigation and pre- 
sentation of evidence. 

Mrs. Kerr received a box of can- 
dy containing cyanide, November 
27. 1924. When her suspicions be- 
came aroused because one end of 
the container had been opened she 
gave it to the police department for 
examination. Analysis of its con- 
tents disclosed that if contained 
enough cyanide to kill a dozen per- 
sons. 

Defense Attorney Hugh Dickson 
yesterday indicated that on Mon- 
day he will ask for a stay of exe- 
cution and arrest of judgment and 
will base his appeal on Jjurisdic- 
tional questions and admissibility 
of evidence. °
